THE INGREDIENTS OF A REVOLUTION 


In Cuba last week a revolution unseated an 
elected president and put a soldier in power. It 
was an immensely successful revolt because it 
used with cynical skill the ingredients which 
have stood the test of many Latin American 
uprisings. Some of them are detailed below and 
on the following pages. The way they were ulti- 
mately used was as follows: 

General Fulgencio Batista, whose "Sergeants? 
Reyolt” had made him the dictator of Cuba

in 1933 and who had subsequently served as 
president, was campaigning flamboyantly (op- 
posite page) but not too successfully for the 
office held by President Prio Socarrés. At 2:43 
a.m. on March 10, sport-jacketed and packing 
a .38, Batista was admitted to Camp Colum- 
bia, Cuba’s army headquarters near Havana. 
Swiftly a Batista junta of 15 or 20 captains and 
lieutenants fanned out at the head of little task 
forces, some with tanks. Within 77 minutes 


they had control of army, navy and air force. 

Prio Socarrés fled from the presidential pal- 
ace. By noon everything was calm and Batista 
was in complete control. The expert perform- 
ance of an old pro, the coup d'état had been car- 
ried out so tidily that nobody seemed to have 
suspected it was coming; only two men died in 
it and not even the movie theaters were closed 
down. Crowed Batista gleefully, “My destiny 
is to carry out revolutions without bloodshed.”

COEXISTENCE WITH RUSSIA 


“POLITICAL WARFARE’: A CLEAR CASE 


The term “political warfare” (see next column) 
is hard to define even to those who have the will 
to fight it. In Panmunjom, however, we face 
an example of it which is clearer than any def- 
inition. This example is the disagreement over 
repatriation of prisoners. It raises in cruel and 
naked form the question of whether the U.S. 
supports the rights of all individuals, even ex- 
enemies, against their state. Although we lapsed 
from it by forcibly repatriating Russians in 
1945, our traditional stand on this issue has 
hitherto given U.S. history its only universal 
and eternal significance. If we now trade away 
our prisoners’ right to refuse tyranny, we be- 
have like any other of history’s armed tribes. 
If we continue to protect this right, we give the 
world a lesson in the difference between free gov- 
ernment and totalitarianism, a lesson that can 
rekindle the dream of liberty everywhere. 


ANTICLIMAX IN CALIFORNIA

wood is not America, or even California. Here's 
what happened last week in Sonoma, the little 
town where California was declared a republic 
before it became a state. 

Freddie Wing, for many years the Chinese 
chef at Sonoma’s Swiss Hotel, saved his money, 
joined the U.S. Army, visited China, returned 
with a bride, had a son, and recently bought a 
$12,000 house in the all-Caucasian Hillview s« 
tion of town. On moving in he sent out 200 in- 
vitations to a housewarming, including all his 
eighbors. There were 200 acceptances, includ- 
ig the mayor, both bank presidents and Gen- 
eral Hap Arnold’s widow. They all came, ate 
the barbecued pig and the chicken and almonds, 
‘ht presents. Said Freddie Wing after- 
ward, “These people are my friends.” Said a 
neighbor, “We are proud of Freddie here.” 

End of story. That's the trouble with “good 
news” from the democracy front: no plot, no 
conflict and an anticlimactie ending. 
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OUR TERMS ARE MODERATE, BUT NOT TOWARD THE KREMLIN GANG 


Russia had an important anniversary last 
week, which it largely ignored. On March 12, 
1917, the Russian democratic revolution in- 
stalled free government and civil liberties for 
a few bright months between the fall of the 
ezar and the triumph of the Bolsheviks. To 
remind Russians of the occasion, the Voice 
of America carried a message of congratula- 
tions on that “common achievement of all 
classes of the Russian peoples.” 

This message was signed by 72 eminent 
Americans of all stripes of non-Communist 
opinion. Like the McMahon resolution of 
friendship which Truman sent to Russia last 
year, it is evidence that Americans by and 
large retain very friendly feelings for the Rus- 
sian people and nation. We regard most Rus- 
sians as victims and slaves of a conspiracy 
that threatens the whole world, and as our 
potential allies in overthrowing it. 

All this is right and good. But our message 
last week should also serve to remind our own 
policymakers of its implications. If the Rus- 
sians are enslaved (which they are), they and 
we must both retain the vision of their liber- 
ation, of a world hout the Politburo. If 
the cold war is a real war (which it is), it must 
end either in victory or inan accommodation. 
What would we mean by victory, and on what 
terms could we be accommodating? After 
Stalin, what? This is a real question to which 
Americans should have an answer. 

One answer was given last year by a highly 
qualified American—George Kennan, our 
new ambassador to Moscow, in an article in 
Foreign Affairs (it also appears in his book, 
American Diplomacy). The Russia that Ken- 
nan could coexist with would free all its sat- 
ellites, including the Baltic states; would re- 
nounce “the ancient game of imperialist ex- 
pansion”; and would replace the Iron Curtain 
by “tolerant, communicati 
relations with other states and peoples.” 
Beyond that, he warns us against trying to 
remake Russia in our own image, and pre- 
dicts that in any case, come war or peace, the 
U.S. can have but a marginal effect on how 
Russia is organized and governed. 

Kennan’s policy is a moderate one and 
moderation also serves a practical purpose 
of our political warfare right now. It is the 
only way to compose the quarrels among the 
many different groups of Soviet exiles now 
politicking like mad both in Europe and the 
U.S. These exile groups range from monarch- 
ists to Mensheviks, and also include sepa- 
ratist movements for the independence of 
Georgia, Ukraine, Armenia, ete. The Ameri- 
can Committee for the Liberation of the Peo- 
ples of Russia, newly headed by ex-Ambas- 
sador Kirk, is trying to merge them into a 
single political weapon against Stalin. This 
can only be done by suspending their mutual 
polemics until after Russia is liberated; at 
which time the forms and boundaries of gov- 
ernment in Russia should be decided not by 
exiles alone but by popular vote, on the dem- 
ocratic principle of self-determination. 


and forthright - 


Self-determination is the best available 
U.S. policy toward the internal affairs of 
post-Stalin Russia. Our knowledge is too lim- 
ited. We know from refugees how fiercely 
millions of Soviet citizens hate their regime. 
Yet a generation of Communism has taught 
them not only to fear and obey, but also to 
build bridges, fill teeth, play the violin and 
mass-produce the tools of peace and war. The 
industrial system of modern Russia is a going 
concern in which the Russian people, who 
bled so profusely to build it, take legitimate 
pride. Theirs is the right to dispose of it. How 
much free enterprise would be good for Rus- 
sia, how much collective farming, how much 
religious freedom, how much Great Russian 
domination of the 179 other Soviet national- 
ities—these are important questions, but 
they are for Soviet citizens to answer, not us. 

Our terms for coexistence are simpler, but 
very flat. The Communist imperialism and 
totalitarianism of the Stalin regime are in- 
tolerable. They must be replaced and their 
sign and seal, the Iron Curtain, removed. 
When that is done, the West should gladly 
take its chances on the Russian people. Given 
mutual access to each other, we can hope to 
help them rediscover their own lost tradition 
of libertarian thought, the tradition that 
once made Russia a fountain of art and truth. 

Thus a policy of moderation holds much 
hope. But it also hides the deepest trap in the 
path of Western diplomacy. 

Kennan half expects that the pendulum 
of history will automatically bring Russia 
back into the family of nations. He speaks 
of an “erosion of despotism,” and hopes “to 
convince the masters of the Kremlin that 
their grand design is a futile and unachiev- 
able one.”’ Here are remnants of the obsolete 
“containment” policy of 1946-50. Because 
Stalin is mortal and everything flows, we are 
asked to hold tight, like Sindbad to the Old 
Man of the Sea, until Communism itself 
loosens its grip, changes its spots, withers 
away. The argument still appeals to a kind 
of sophisticated, armchair moderation that 
relies on history to do America’s work for it. 
It is wrong. 

That kind of “moderation” is a betrayal, 
first, of the principle that freedom under law 
is everybody's right and America’s mission. 
It is a betrayal, second, of those 500,000 ex- 
iles from the Soviet Union whose hatred of 
Stalin reflects the suffering of the Russian 
people. If we try to “wait out” Communism, 
their hope of freedom will wither. And with it 
our strength and self-respect will wither too. 

The U.S. has minimum requirements of 
Russia, but they are irreducible and manda- 
iberation. Our problem is to achieve 
this with the least risk of hot war. The politi- 
cal war is unlimited and for keeps. It will call 
for many plans and campaigns; but the very 
first plan can’t be drawn until we have a clear 
objective, are determined to win it, and know 
our enemy’s name. The name isn’t Russia; 
it’s the Kremlin gang.

nt Massey (left) host

Canada’s late governor-general, Lord Tweedsmuir, at one time observed 
of his eminent but titular position, "A governor-general is restricted to 
governor-generalities.” Last week newly appointed Vincent Massey was 
already tradition-deep in a whirl of governor-generalities. He had signed 
more than 100 orders-in-council and, in the al splendor of Gov- 
ernment House (above and following pages), he had held two receptions 
and two private dinners and received the new ambassador from Yugo- 
slavia, Because Canada was still in mourning for George VI this was only 
the beginning. After May 31 the banquets and receptions at Government 
House would become more splendiferous, and Massey, 64, would tour the 
Dominion from Newfoundland to the Yukon, laying cornerstones and 
giving speeches in his clear, elegant voice. 

The first Canadian ever appointed to the post, Ma 
and successful businessman, the head of Massey-Harris farm machinery 
company.

A HARPOONER TRAINS HIS GUN AT A WHALE 


In the golden age of whaling a century ago, 
schooners went out by the hundreds from Nan- 
tucket and New Bedford to spend two or three 
years in the open seas hunting down whales. 
Harpooning the huge creatures from open boats 
ng death to fill their ships with oil, 
American crews each year brought back three 
the world’s total annual production 
ion gallons. 

whalers have disappeared entire- 


bigger than ever, each year bringing in 90 mil- 
lion gallons. Today’s whalers, largely Norwe- 


gian and English, no longer use open rowboats 
and hand harpoons. They hunt from fast “kil- 
ler ships” (opposite page) with powerful har- 
poon guns.

season for hunting, usually January through 
March, and limits the annual catch. During the 
season each expedition must report weekly by 
radio, announcing the number of whales killed. 
When the annual limit is reached, the season is 
over and the ships head home with their loads 
of oil which are used, largely in Europe, for mar- 
garine, soap and industrial purposes. 

The commission was established too late to 
help the bowhead and the right whale, which 
have been all but exterminated. To make sure 
that the same thing does not happen to other 
whales (p. 61), scientists are making every ef- 
fort to collect information about the animals’ 
habits, population and food supply. In spite of 
1,000 years of whaling and in spite of the fact 
that every whaling ship is virtually a dissecting 
laboratory, it is only recently that man has be- 
gun to learn about whales, 

The whale is easily the biggest creature the 
world has ever seen. The Brachiosaurus, big- 
gest of all the dinosaurs, probably weighed 50 
tons, but a fat 100-foot blue whale may scale 
160 tons—bigger than three Brachiosauruses, 
or 20 Afriean bull elephants. Only in the last 
300 years have naturalists discovered that the

whale is not a fish but a mammal. Once a land 
creature, which probably took to the water in 
search of food, it still has the structure of five 
fingers buried in its flippers, and deep in the 
flesh of its body are two useless bones, the rem- 
nants of what were once hind legs. 

In the thousands of centuries since it left dry 
land, the whale has adapted itself superbly to 
life in the water. Unlike the fishes it still must 
surface regularly to breathe fresh air, but it can 
stay under water for as long as an hour at a 
time. It breathes through the blowhole on top 
of its head, letting out the air in a great gust- 
which condenses into a spout (below). To pro- 
tect its eyes from salt water, it has a set of glands 
which secrete an oily substance so that a whale 
is constantly shed 


eaving only atiny open ‘h closes up tight 
when the whale goes under water. 

The whale’s family life is a rather guarded 
secret, but judging from the of fetuses 
found in harpooned whales, experts believe that 
the mating season is mainly June and July. In 
courting, the exuberant male humpback gam- 
bols and rolls on the surface of the ocean to at- 
tract the female’s attention, striking love taps 
with its flippers that can be heard for miles. To 
feed its young, the mother whale rolls over on 
her side and special muscles pump milk down 
the baby’s throat—a “baby” that may be 50 
feet long before it is weaned. 

But the whale’s most remarkable adaptation 
is the feeding apparatus of the baleen whales, 
which include the blues and finbacks. The ba- 
leen’s tiny throat is just big enough to swal- 
low its main diet of small crustaceans. It swims 
through a colony of shrimp or prawns with its 
mouth open, then closes its jaw, raises its tongue 
and expels the water from its mouth through 
a vast soup strainer, the baleen. This is a thick 
fringe like a portcullis which grows down from 
the whale’s upper jaw with openings big enough 
for the passage of water but too small to let the 
crustaceans escape. When the water has been 
expelled, the baleen whale gulps the food left 
behind. 

Compared to the baleens the toothed whales, 
like the sperm, eat very simply. They dive far 
into the ocean depths and devour giant squid 
which grow up to 30 feet across. Unlike the 
baleen the sperm whale has a good-sized gul- 
let big enough to swallow whole a 10-foot shark 
(or ama named Jonah). When there is a short- 
age of food supply in the winter months, both 
the baleen and toothed whales live off their 
blubber, the storage blanket of oily fat that 
makes whaling an oceanwide business for com- 
panies like the Olympic Whaling Co. whose Ant- 
arctic operations are shown on these pages.

HORTLY after I broke into the majors. our Detroit team had 

trouble every time it visited the old Highlanders in New York City. 

The Highlanders were hitting our pitchers too hard, especially our old 
reliable, Wild Bill Donovan. 

Bill swore that the Highlanders were stealin 
he tried an experiment. With Wee Willie K 
signaled for a fast ball. Donovan crossed up everybody. includi 
catcher, by slipping over a curve. Wee Willie leaned in for th 
ball and took the curve

sandwich and a bottle of beer. We chased him but didn’t complain too 
much.

the apparatus and waited for one buzz to forecast a fast ball or two 
buzzes a curve. The system came to grief one day when a visiting third 
baseman happened to catch the sound and ripped the whole appara- 
tus right out of the dirt, wires and all. 

Not that I approve of this type of signal stealing (in fact I person- 
ally preferred not to know what the pitcher was planning), but it does 
show to what lengths the oldtimers would go. And after the days of 
the center-field spotter came another and more legitimate kind of sig- 
nal stealing that demonstrates how the oldtimers used their heads, 
In those days no pitcher had yet thought of trying to conceal how he 
was holding the ball before his throw—and finally some alert third 
base coach, I don’t know who, caught on that you could tell what was 
coming by how much of the white or the stitches was left visible when 
the pitcher gripped the ball. That worked fine until the pitchers caught 
on in turn and began to conceal the ball behind their gloves. 

In the endless battle of wits between batter and pitcher, Walter 
Johnson was the easiest pitcher of all to read. Since he had all that 
speed, his catcher always signaled for a fast ball, never anything else. 
If Johnson shook off the signal, we knew the curve was on its way. 
But this knowledge did us very little good. He was the fastest pitcher 
who ever lived or probably ever will live, and he could beat you down 
with sheer power. I never could hit him at all until one day I figured 
outa way to take advantage of a psychological weakness. We were play- 
ing in Washington and Johnson had a big lead on us. Then he acci- 
dentally threw a pitch—thank God a curve and not his fast ball— 
that hit Oscar Vitt, our third baseman (later manager of Cleveland). 
Vitt was knocked cold, and Johnson went to pieces. He couldn't get 
the ball anywhere near the plate and they had to take him out. 

That gave me an idea. Thinking back, I remembered that Johnson 
had never in his life dusted off a man; he usually had good control and 
used it to keep the ball away from the batter. If he had been willing 
to throw a few dusters and keep the batters on edge worrying about 
that cannonball he threw, nobody knows how many more games he 
might have won. But obviously he was afraid of his own speed and 
what it might do to the batter. After that when I hit against Johnson 
I stood as close to the plate as the batting box limits allowed, and 
leaned in. I had no intention of swinging at the ball; in fact I had 
every muscle ready to hit the dirt if the pitch came too close. The idea 
was to give Johnson just the outside corner of the plate to aim at if he 
wanted to play safe. Being such a gentleman, he did what I expected, 
and often he missed the corner. I would run the count to two balls and 
no strikes and then step back into normal position to hit the cripple. 

There was a lot of that kind of headwork in old-fashioned baseball; 
it was a battle of wits as well as of strength. One year—1911—TI actu- 
ally stole the league batting championship by waging a simple war of 
nerves, With the season nearly over, Shoeless Joe Jackson of Cleveland 
(and later unfortunately of the Black Sox) was nine points ahead of 
me. If I had let nature take its course, I could never have caught him. 
But one night, lying in bed in my hotel room, the answer came to me. 


Taking Shoeless Joe for a ride 


IE were going to Cleveland for one of those series of six games in 
four days that sometimes come at the end of a season when there 
have been a lot of postponements. Jackson and I were both from the 
South and had always been friendly; I knew he would come over to 
eet me before the first game. I also knew he was a nice, simple, gul- 
fible fellow. Once a pitcher deliberately threw two straight balls right 
at his head; Jackson turned to the catcher and said, “Golly, this fel- 
low’s wild today.” Then with the courage of innocence he hit the next 
pitch to the fence. 

Before the first game I waited back in the clubhouse until Jackson 
had taken his turn in batting practice. I had one of the clubhouse 
boys tip me off when he was finished, so that when I walked out I 
would be sure to run into him. 

He came ambling over, grinning at me, “How's things, Ty? How’s 
it going?” 

T looked intently at a point six inches over his head. He waited for 
an answer. The grin slowly faded from his face. 

“Gosh, Ty, what the hell’s the matter with you?” 

I turned and walked away. Every inning afterward I arranged to 
pass close by him on the way to the outfield when we changed. sides. 
At first he kept asking, “What's wrong, Ty? What did I do to you? 
What are you mad about?” I never answered him. Finally he quit 
speaking: he just looked at me puzzled and hurt. 

My mind was on only one thing: getting some base hits. Joe Jack- 
son’s mind was on a lot of things, and in those six games I passed him 
in the standings. Then we were leaving and my little stratagem was 
coming to an end. I had to think of a new angle to keep him upset 
the rest of the way.

Rizzuto, who is one of Cobb's 
favorite players, agrees; after game he told reporters, "It was a smart play.” 


TY COBB continues 


After the last game I ran over, slapped him on the back and 
pumped his hand. “Joe, old boy! It’s been great to see you. How’s 
everything? How are things back home?” Then he knew he! had been 
taken—and there’s nothing so upsetting as knowing you've fallen 
for the other fellow’s trick. He didn’t do much hitting for the rest 
of the season and dropped to .408. I finished with .420. 

Psychology was at the bottom of the play that gave me the great- 
est thrill of all my 24 years in big league ball. It took me over a year 
of trying and setting the nd then it finally paid off. The vie- 
tim was Hal Chase, the great first baseman for New York, who had 
a terrific throwing arm and could shoot the ball across the infield 
like a bullet. Every time I had a chance to go down to third base on 
an infield out against New York, I would round the bag a little too 
far. Chase would rifle the ball across to try to catch me, Each time 
I barely made it back. The whole thing got to be automatic. Chase 
was convinced I always overran the bag; he made the throw with- 
out looking, and the third baseman made the tag automatically. 

The right day for my trick finally came. We were playing at 
Detroit and the game was tied in the bottom of the ninth. I was 
on second with one out. The batter hit to the infield and was out 
at first. I went down to third and overran the bag. Chase whipped 
the ball across. The third baseman reached down for the tag—and 
touched nothing but air. I had never stopped running: I went right 
on home. Before the third baseman got over his surprise the game 
was over. He never even made the throw for me. 

A great deal of the battle of wits was centered around the steal, 
an important play in those days when a single run still meant s¢ 
thing. Pitchers were awfully cute with a man on first. Ayd their 
tricks weren’t restricted by anything like today’s balk rule. They 
could be murder on the base runner. I don’t find it in my record 
books, but if my memory is correct Nick Altrock of the White Sox 
once caught three men off first in a single inning. 


How to drive a catcher crazy 


in those days practiced getting the ball out of their 

gloves fast and snapping their arms into throwing position. All 
the while they were warming up, they sprang into position after 
each pitch. Most of them, and especially Billy Sullivan of the White 
Sox, had uncanny speed. I never could get down to second on Sul- 
livan until I brought some psychology to the rescue. One day while 
taking my turn at t bat I said, “Billy, if I get down to first, I’m going 
to steal on you on the very first pitch.” It so happened that I did 
get on. Naturally Sullivan didn’t Mrelieve what I had told him. No 
matter what else I might try, I would never do anything so simple 
as what I had warned ‘him against. So I did steal on the “first pitch, 
surprised him and drew a bad throw. 

The next time up I said, “Billy, I did it once and I'll do it again. 
If I get on base, watch me on the first pitch.” 

I got on again. Sullivan called for a pitchout. I didn’t move. He 
called for another pitchout. I stood still as a statue. But with two 
balls and no strikes on the batter, the next pitch had to be over. 
I went down on that one and caught him flat-footed again. He must 
have figured I had his number, because I never had too much 
trouble stealing on him after that. But it would be interesting to 
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MODERN ROUGH STUFF around second base is deplored by Cobb. Here, 
in 1946 World Series, Base Runner John Pesky of Red Sox has lifted Cardinal 
Second Baseman Schoendienst high into the air trying to break up double play. l 
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see what Sullivan would do to today’s top base stealers, Or what 
yesterday’s hase stealers would do to today’s catchers and pitchers. 

A lot of today’s base runners don’t even know how to slide very 
well, and I would say that nearly half of them make the elemen- 
tary time-killing error of running right over the top of the bag and 
going wide on the turns. The old boys could slide from any direc- 
tion and they cut the corners like a razor, pushing their left foot 
against the inside of the bag for a quick turn. 

In my own base running I started out as a head-first slider but 
was cured of it on my second day in the big leagues. I tried to steal 
second and went in head first against Kid Elberfeld, the tough little 
shortstop of the old Highlanders. He politely brought his knee 
down on the back of my neck and my forehead went smashing into 
the dirt, leaving most of the skin behind. I never tried it again. 
In fact the very next time I went into second against Elberfeld, 
I slid feet first, caught him by surprise and knocked him sprawling. 
Since players in the golden era could take it as well as dish it out, 
the Kid patted me on the back and said, “That's the way to play, 
sonny boy.” 

After learning to slide feet first I soon learned something else: 
by watching the eyes of the man covering second, as he waits for 
the throw, you can tell where the ball is coming from and aim your 
slide in the other direction to stay as far away from the tag as pos- 
sible. Then I learned to watch the third baseman’s eyes on plays 
at that bag, Especially if the throw is coming from right field, you 
can line your body up with it as you approach the bag and try 
to let it hit you. If you're lucky enough to have it carom off one 
side of your body, you may make it all the way home. 
en if the ball doesn’t hit you, at least you get in the third 
man’s line of vision. He stands there wondering where the ball 
is coming from and as often as not drops it after he finally catches 
sight of it. Then, while sliding in, you simply kick it away. You talk 
about Eddie Stanky kicking the ball out of Rizzuto’s hand in last 
year’s World Series; that was nothing. I've often kicked the ball 
all the way into the dugout—just accidentally, of course—and gone 
on home standing up. 


The roughest play in baseball 


URE, in most ways we were rougher in those days, but it is 
odd that the modern “polite” game has developed the roughest 
single play I've ever seen on a ball diamond. I mean the football 
scrimmage commonly tolerated nowadays when a runner hurtles 
into second to try to break up a double play by breaking up the 
second baseman. This isn’t baseball and I’m surprised that the 
infielders put up with it. In the old days an infielder subjected to 
that kind of mauling would calmly have made his throw to first 
in the exact direction of the runner’s face. Or after jumping up to 
escape the block, he would have come down with both sets of spikes

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planted firmly in the runner’s ribs. He would have stumbled around 
a little, too, before getting off and saying, “Excuse me.” No runner 
would ever have tried it twice. 

Tran the bases hard and I have dozens of spike wounds, all the 
way from my ankles to my thighs. I left some of my own marks 
around the league too. But I can honestly say that I never felt I 
was spiked deliberately—and that on only two occasions did I de- 
liberately try to spike a man. One was Harry Bemis, the Cleveland 
catcher. I didn’t like the way he blocked the plate on me or the 
names he called me while doing it; I might have stood for one or 
the other but not for both. So the next time I tried to let him have 
it. The other was Hub Leonard, the Boston pitcher. He threw a 
lot of bean balls at me, and I never did like the idea of a pitcher 
deliberately risking my life. So I dragged a bunt along the first 
base line and Leonard had to cover the bag. He knew what I was 
doing, beat me to the bag and ran across it as fast as he could; I 
ignored the bag-and slid right through the coach’s box at him. It 
so happened I missed him, but he threw no more bean balls at me. 
Matter of fact I didn’t succeed in spiking Bemis either. I sometimes 
think today’s players, with their awkward sliding and those blocks 
at second base, actually do more damage than the oldtimers did 
for all their hard playing. 

One thing that has improved in baseball is the equipment. The 
catchers didn’t have shin guards until 1905, when Nig Clarke 
came up to Cleveland. Clarke was a fine catcher who batted .358 
one year. He also had the annoying and effective habit of picking 
up a handful of dirt when he squatted down to give his signals, and 
then throwing it on your feet just as you were about to swing. But 
his chief distinction is that he had once been a soccer player and 
brought into baseball the shin guards that soccer players wear 
under their stockings. Roger Bresnahan of the Giants gets the cred- 
it—because in 1907 he started the modern type worn on the out- 
side—but Clarke was the first. 

Catchers’ gloves weren't much in the old days; catchers would 
spend hours doctoring them up and trying to get the pockets just 
right. Finally Ossee Schreck of the Athletics—his real name was 
Schreckengost but he shortened it—found a way of padding his 

love with feathers so that it was limber and sticky enough for one- 

anded catches, He used to catch one-handed during warmups, and 
fans would come out early to the park just to watch his perform- 
ance. One day he decided to show off right during a ball game. It 
was the ninth inning; the Athletics had a slim lead and the other 
team had the bases full with two outs. Rube Waddell whipped over 
a third strike on the batter, and in sheer exuberance Schreck turned 
to walk to the dugout and caught the pitch backhand as he depart- 
ed. The fans loved it but Connie Mack nearly fell off the bench, 
and I don’t believe Schreck ever tried it again. 

Fielders’ gloves were more like an ordinary pair of driving gloves 
than the elaborately webbed mitts you see today. Nowadays you 
often see an infielder stab blindly for the ball and register genuine 
surprise when he finds it sticking in his mitt. 


Neat’s-foot oil and tobacco juice 


'HE modern-day infielders also get a lot of help from the ground- 

keepers. Baseball diamonds often looked like washboards in 
the old days, but now they are manicured like putting greens. All 
this—plus today’s neglect of the hit-run play and the fact that the 
livelier ball gets out to the infielders much faster—is why modern 
teams keep setting new records for double plays even though they 
never compare with the oldtimers in other respects. I wish I could 
have seen some of the greats—like Honus Wagner, Eddie Collins 
and the many other fine fielders of that day who had to get both 
hands on the ball to play it cleanly—work under today’s conditions. 
Who knows? They might never have made an error. 

We even had a lot of trouble with bats. Moisture would get into 
the wood, especially during the damp spring weather, and then 
they would crack. That could be a tragedy, especially since the 
oldtime clubowners worked on slimmer budgets and were less gen- 
erous about buying new ones. Players used to spend a lot of time 
dosing them with neat’s-foot oil or tobacco juice to keep the damp- 
ness out. My own favorite prescription was a chewing tobacco called 
Nerve navy-cut, the juiciest kind I ever found, rubbed in by the 
hour with a piece of bone. The bone I used, the hollowed-out thigh 
of a steer, was still anchored to a table in the Detroit clubhouse 
the last time I visited there. 

Once in Detroit a fan introduced himself and told me he had an 
idea for treating my bats. He worked in a plant that made ham- 
mer handles, and they had some kind of machinery for treating 
the wood with oil under pressure. I didn’t think much of the idea 
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RICHARDS STENGEL DUROCHER 


TOP MANAGERS today, according to Cobb, are these leaders of White Sox, 
Yankees, Giants. Stengel is best. All, Cobb says, use some oldtime principles. 
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but gave him some old culls that I never planned to use anyway. 
When he brought them back they were so heavy with oil I could 
hardly swing them. But I hung them next to the furnace all winter; 
the excess oil drained out and they turned out to be the finest bats 
I ever had. Unfortunately the fellow must have died or moved 
away; I never saw him again. 

Sometimes my friends tell me that I’m hopelessly out of date, 
and that modern fans would be bored to death at an oldtime 1-0 
pitchers’ duel, I disagree. Sure, the rabbit ball brought a new kind 
of excitement to baseball—for a while. The home run, when it still 
had a scarcity value, was a great thrill. I used to like to make home 
runs myself, as I occasionally did on days when a wind was blow- 
ing. But where is the thrill today? Who can get excited about the 
eighth one in a single game? 


Epitons’ Nore: Writer Cobb is underplaying his own hitting ability. 
Even though he never leveled for the fences, he got more home runs than 
the average player in the days of the dead ball, and in fact led the Amer- 
ican League one year. After the lively ball came in he once put on a 
remarkable exhibition at Sportsman's Park in St. Louis. Just to prove 
that he too could pound the lively ball if he didn’t think place hits were 
more reliable and valuable, he announced that he would be going for the 
fences in a series with the Browns. He made three home runs the first 
day and two the second. 


I claim that the younger generation of baseball fans just doesn’t 
know what it’s missing. There were very few games in the old days 
when a spectator could leave the park midway knowing that the 
result was in the bag. The old Senators around 1910 were a good 
example of a team that could be counted on to finish in or near the 
cellar, like the Browns of recent years. They had very little hitting 
power and fielded badly. But they had Walter Johnson and some 
other good pitchers, and they always gave you a fight. You might 
beat them three games out of four, but the result was usually in 
doubt right up to the finish. They didn’t fall behind 12-to-2 in the 
fourth inning and bore everybody to death the rest of the way. 

One striking thing is that the old-fashioned game, whenever 
used today, produces such excellent results. Look what Manager 
Paul Richards did with the White Sox last year. He took a second- 
division ball club and by letting it run wild—stealing bases and 
hitting and running—kept it in first place for a good part of the 
season. (And incidentally drew enough fans to make about a half 
million dollars for the owners.) The first manager who tries the 
same thing with a little better team will win himself some pennants, 


Durocher’s big gamble 


trey Durocuer of the Giants went back to some of the old 
[ principles to win the National League flag last year. When he 
took over the Giants they had a lot of power and a lot of leaden 
feet. Against the advice of his front office he traded away such 
power hitters as Sid Gordon and Willard Marshall to get himself 
two men like Alvin Dark and Eddie Stanky for the key of his in- 
field. (Stanky especially is a real old-fashioned player—quick, mean 
and able to worry the opposition pitchers to death.) It was a ter- 
rific gamble on which Durocher staked his whole reputation. But 
it paid off. That stretch drive Durocher staged last year will go into 
the record books and fans 20 years from now will hardly believe it. 
Casey Stengel of the Yankees is in many ways an old-fashioned 
manager. At least he has Phil Rizzuto, around whom the whole 
team revolves, in there to bunt and to lay down hits in the oppo- 
site field. Casey won one of his key games against Cleveland last 
year—maybe the game that was the turning point—by having 
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COBB'S FIRST TEAM was the “Little Potatoes” in his home town of Roys- 
ton, Ga, He is wistful lad—younger than his teammates—seated at far left. 
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Rizzuto squeeze Joe DiMaggio in from third. I never thought Sten- 
gel could win the championship with the team he had in 1950 and I 
never thought he could win it last year. But Stengel is uncanny. 
He gets more out of his players than they really have in them. I 
picked st him twice but I’ll never do it again; he’s made a be- 
liever out of me. I don’t believe the Yankees have the best team on 
paper for 1952, but I expect Stengel will bring them home again. 

‘Take the way he handled Gil McDougald r. No rookie 
can be the leading batter of the Yankees unless he has a manager 
who under: ‘him, encourages him and practically forces him 
to do his best. If it were not for Connie Mack, Id call Stengel the 
greatest manager in history. Or at least I'd give him a tie with 
John McGraw of the Giants, The only thing that Stengel has, and 
McGraw had, is the advantage of a lot of money and a front office 
willing to buy any experienced players needed by the team. Mr. 
Mack never had the money and had to develop his own players; 
he was the greatest teacher ever known, 

The one thing I hold t Stengel is his two-platoon sys- 
tem—his left-handed batters who only play against right-hand 
pitchers and his right-handed batters who only hit against left- 
handers. That’s one form of modern “percentage” play which is 
strictly hokum, 

Any left-handed batter can learn to hit left-hand pitchers—but 
only by looking at them from the batter’s box, not by sitting on 
the bench, I myself couldn’t hit left-handers at all when I arrived 
in the majors, but I loved them by the time I left. If the two- 
platoon system had been in use then, and I had been benched every 
time a left-handed pitcher came in, probably nobody would re- 
member my name today. Or the names of such other left-handed 
batters as George Sisler, Eddie Collins, Babe Ruth, Joe Jackson, 
Bill Terry and Eddie Roush. The only difference to left-hand 
pitching is that the curve breaks away from you, rather than in 
toward you. What I did, after I caught on, was stand as far back 
in the batter’s box as I could. That gave me an extra split second 
to watch the ball and a chance to hit it after it had broken. I also 
tried to hit it in the direction it was breaking—in other words, 
poke it out to left field instead of pulling it to right. 


Pinch hitters don’t hit 


LL the managers today work themselves into a lather over the 
“percentage” of batting ht-hande inst left-handers and 
¢ versa. Make a note this season of how many times you see a 
manager lift a .280 hitter and bring in a pinch hitter who has been 
averaging only .240—but is supposed to be magic because he swings 
from the other side of the plate. It’s the stupidest move in baseball. 
The good hitter will do better against any kind of pitching than 
the poorer hitter. Besides he’s been playing all day; he’s been look- 
ing at the pitching; he’s all warmed up. The pinch hitter, who 
comes off the bench cold and has seen no pitching all day except

what was lobbed up to him in batting practice, has two strikes on 
him before he ever reaches the plate. 

put the best team you can on the field and then go all the 
way with it. Every time you see one of these modern box scores, 
where 15 men played for one team and 18 men for another, you 
can be sure a couple of managers have gone haywire. I refer them 
to the 1920 box scores, when the Dodgers and Boston played the 
longest game in big league history—a 26-inning, 1-to-1 tie. The 
pitchers went all the way; they each wore out a catcher and each 
manager made one other substitution. But that was all. And the 
game took only three hours and 50 minutes—not much longer 
than some nine inning games last nowadays. 

I never could understand why the other fellows let Stengel get 
away with his two-platoon system anyway—if they really believe 
in all this “percentage” stuff. All you have to do is announce a 
right-hand pitcher and let him warm up. Naturally Casey puts 
all his left-hand hitters into the lineup. You have your right-hander 
pitch to just one man and then bring in your sleeper—a left-hander 
who has been warming up in secret under the stands. Now Stengel 
has to do one of two things, neither of which will make him very 
happy. He’s got to go along with his left-hand hitters, who aren’t 
supposed to be worth a nickel against your left-hand pitcher. Or 
he has to yank them out and they're through for the day, even if 
badly needed later in the game. This is a trick that Manager Bucky 
Harris of the Senators used against John McGraw in the 1924 
World Series, but everybody seems to have forgotten it. 

Another piece of modern strategy that seems foolish to me is the 
number of times managers have a batter take the pitch instead of 
swinging; they almost always flash the “take” signal when the count 
is 2-0 or 3-l—even with a good hitter at bat and a weak one coming 
up. So he misses a chance at the fattest pitch of all. Besides, a bat- 
ter should never deliberately get himself into a position where he 
has only one strike left; it’s too great a mental hazard. I always 
figured a 3-2 count was tougher on the batter than the pitcher. 


Stopping the hall on a sweater 


F I were a manager today, I would quit wasting time on all these 
mythical stratagems and do one thing that’s ridiculously neg- 
lected: train the tail end of my batting order as bunters and hit- 
and-run experts. I wouldn’t let any of them, least of all the pitchers, 
try to reach the fences. They would spend all their time in spring 
training learning to lay down bunts, and to poke the ball first to- 
ward left field and then toward right. I myself learned to bunt by 
putting a sweater down on the infield and trying to stop the ball 
on it; I wonder how many modern players have ever gone to this 
kind of trouble. If they would, boys who are hitting .250 today, 
swinging for the fences and never quite reaching them, would 
become .280 and .290 hitters. Give me this little edge in the batting 
averages, and some smart base running, and I could worry any 
other team in the league. 

All these things can be learned. I never had the natural hitting 
ability of fellows like Joe Jackson and Larry Lajoie; I could never 
have led the American League a single year except by studying, 
practicing and learning to keep my hits away from the fielders. I 
don’t even think I had a great deal of natural speed on the bases; 
I imagine a fellow like Minnie Minoso could have passed me up any 
time. But I practiced running as hard as I practiced anything. 
When I was a kid I bought all the ‘How to Sprint” books adver- 
tised in The Police Gazette. I spent hours out in the field learning 
to pump my knees high and especially to break into a fast start. 1 
would jog 10 steps, break into a sprint, slow down and start all over. 
I spent many other hours learning to run in a straight line at top 
speed with my head over my right shoulder, so that I could watch 
what the outfielders were doing with the ball. I even practiced 
limping. It’s a great help to stumble deliberately at first base and 
come up lame, or to seem to be hurt by your slide. If your act is 
good enough the pitcher and catcher relax and it’s no trick at all to 
steal second. Late in my baseball days I got to figuring that some 
day I could stumble at third base and sort of limp down the base 
line toward home, rubbing my leg and looking as if I meant to call 
time and get the trainer out. I thought that sooner or later I might 
be able to limp close enough so that a sudden sprint would get me 
to the plate. But this was one play I never got to try. 

I would also insist on a good fielding team; fielding is mostly a 
matter of practice and almost any player can learn to do it. Any 
time you see a poor fielder you are looking at a man who just hasn't 
bothered to learn. In the old days Rogers Hornsby was an example; 
he was the greatest right-hand hitter of all time, but you can’t put 
him on the all-star team because his shortstop and first baseman 
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Theyll say, Just what [ wanted= and mean it!

used to have to go over to catch pop flies for him. An opposite case 
was Hank Greenberg, who moved from his normal first base posi- 
tion to the outfield so the Tigers could put Rudy York's power 
into the lineup. Greenberg trotted out to the field mornings and 
on days off to shag fly balls and play them off the fences, and be- 
came a first-rater even though he started late in life. 

In a way it was a bag of peanuts that started my career and 
taught me that baseball is worth full-time attention—and all the 
practice you can get—if you are going to play it at all. I was 16 
years old and playing for Augusta, Ga. in the Sally League most- 
ly for the laughs, without any thought of being a big leaguer. I 
liked to run the bases and take my turn at bat. but I couldn’t be 
bothered with the finer points of the game. One day we had a 2-0 
shutout going for us and I had lost interest to the point of taking 
along a bag of peanuts to eat while waiting in the outfield. A fly came 
my way; I hesitated between saving the peanuts and making the 
catch—and the ball bounced out of my glove to spoil our shutout. 

Our manager, a wonderful old fellow named George Leidy who 
had played with the best of the minor leagues, didn’t say anything 
at the time. But that night he took me for a streetcar ride and 
‘opened my eyes to what baseball should mean. He wasn’t angry, 
just disappointed, he said. Baseball was a great game; it had un- 
limited opportunities for a boy who knew how to play. Eating pea- 
nuts in the outfield was all right if you thought the game was just 
a joke. But suppose you were too ambitious for that sort of horse- 
play? Suppose you kept your eye on the ball, studied, practiced, 
learned to make the most of what nature had given you? You could 
go to towns that would make Augusta look like a crossroads. You 
could be famous; you could make a fortune. And every boy in 
America would idolize you. Your name would even go down in the 
history books. 

If I was interested, Leidy would be glad to help me. He knew 
some bigtime tricks like the hit-and-run; he could help me learn to 
bunt. And he had some ideas about getting the jump on the ball in 
the outfield. Provided, of course, that I wasn’t concentrating all 
my attention on peanuts. 

‘That night was the turning point. I made up my mind to be a 
big leaguer if it killed me. I never again thought of anything else 
while I was on the playing field. Leidy turned me loose on the bases. 
For hours on end in the mornings he threw the ball to me with an 
arm that had long since gone dead and painful, while I tried to 
bunt it onto my sweater. He taught me how to poke a hit-run ball 
through the hole the infielders left while covering second base. He 
taught me how to lure the third baseman in for a bunt, then slash 
the ball past him. Baseball, I knew all of a sudden, was my destiny. 

I have my own opinion about most modern ballplayers, espe- 
cially the high-and-mighty bonus boys and the fellows who like to 
eat and sleep all winter, the Ted Williamses who won't learn to 
hit to the opposite field and the pitchers who can’t lay down one 
decent bunt all summer. I think we should throw them all a bag 
of peanuts.

‘Two years ago in its survey of young American 
painters Lire (March 20, 1950) named a 24- 
year-old artist, Siegfried Reinhardt, as one of 
the most promising of the new generation. Al- 
though he was the youngest of Lire’s 19 choices, 
Reinhardt had already earned a reputation for 
himself in his home town of St. Louis where he 
was given his first one-man show at the age of 
17. Since Lure’s story appeared, Reinhardt’s 
paintings, an unexpected blend of sharp-edged 
realism and luminous abstraction, have been 
hung in exhibitions throughout the country

and have been purchased by the St. Louis Mu- 
seum and other galleries. This winter the Uni- 
versity of Southern Ilinois at Carbondale in- 
augurated their refurbished art gallery with a 
large Reinhardt show. The exhibition, held in 
an area which a few years back was generally 
unresponsive to art, drew crowds from outly- 
ing farms and towns in adjoining states and set 
a record in the gallery’s attendance. 

Although recognition has come early to Rein- 
hardt, he feels he has only begun to explore the 
joint realms of painting and ideas. Of German 


birth, he has always been “dead serious” about 
art, as a child spent half the night copying old 
German masters like Diirer and Holbein.

Although sometimes amusing in delivery, Bishop Sheen has a serious 
aim: to present in a personal way the manifestations of God's work and 
Christ’s love in daily living. Below are excerpts from a recent telecast. 


“The present-day tendency is to minimize the importance of man. 
For some reason there is almost a conspiracy against man. Man is beng 
reduced to an unimal. There are, however, fundamental differences, 
and one is art. Art is the projection of the ideal into the real. I speak of 
true art, not some modern art, when you cannot tell if it is a drunken 
man going up stairs, or stairs going up the drunken man. ...” 


“We are going to give a special definition of humor. We say man has 
a sense of humor if he can ‘see through’ things. God made the world 
with a sense of humor, ... He intended we should see Him through 
things. You look at a painting and you think of the artist. You look at 

God intended that we 
His Eternity through time. For example, a mountain was 
not a mountuin, but a revelation of the Power of God. A sunset was 
not a sunset, but a revelation of the Beauty of God. A snowflake was 
not a snowflake, but a revelation of the Purity of God.”

N unfamiliar quandary now confronts all good Democrats, and its 
advent has thrown the party’s rank and file into unfamiliar con- 
ion.

Gstled them out ae opposition 
and into power, the Democrats have convened every four years main- 
ly to display their partisan spirit and nominate the obvious candidate, 
the man in the White Ho Sometimes a skirmish or two developed 
—as in the case of Jim Farley in 1940—but such rebels were swiftly 
dealt with and the convention proceeded with its prearranged business. 

This year things are no longer so certain. Mr. Truman’s name, as 
New Hampshire indicates, is not a thing of magic in the polling booth. 
The man himself gives unmistakable signs of being tired of his job and 
looking hard for a sor. And within the party an implacable op: 
position has arisen, sworn to prevent the renomination of Mr. Truman 
and to ditch his Fair Deal. 

To the question “If not Truman, Who?” there never have been so 
many Democrats ready with the answer: “Me!” First of them is Sen- 
ator Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, who seeks to ride a television beam 
into the White House: the first to challenge the President directly, he 
is also first to win a test against him at the polls. In the South a fi 
tion of states-righters and Conservatives, invoking the sacred name 
of Jefferson to sanction their rebellion against the party, propose to 
nominate Senator Richard Brevard Russell, Georgia’s favorite son. 
In the Midwest, roaming the states for delegates as he once wildcatted 
in the oil fields, is Senator Robert S. err of Oklahoma. A fervently 
loyal Truman Democrat who will be for Truman if the President is

renominated, he is making elaborate preparations to protect his own 
interests just in case Truman does retire. Finally, in the wings still and 
reluctant to emerge as a full-fledged candidate, there is Illinois’ able 
Governor Adlai Stevenson: loyally waiting Mr. Truman’s own deci- 
sion, he above all others (so it is whispered in Washington) has perhaps 
the best chance of being tapped by Mr. Truman as his successor. 

The President has promised party leaders and White House report- 
ers that he will end the confusion created by his “may or may not” 
attitude soon—presumably after March 29 when he ends his Florida 
vacation. Meanwhile speculation on his final decision does seem fruit- 
less: if he has already confided it to any intimates, they have kept the 
secret very well. But a good deal is known about the general state of 
Mr. Truman’s mind, for he has talked at length with friends and vi: 
tors of what he would like to do and what he might do if the pres 
sures of party politics can be safely ignored. 

Why might he not run again? One answer is his estimate of his own 
achievements to date. As revealed in the forthcoming book, Mr. Presi- 
dent, Truman once copied in his own slanting handwriting the sage

comment of Plutarch on the life of Lucullus, the great Roman consul 
who retired from politics in good season and to live out his life with 
honor. . The administration of public affairs,” wrote Plutarch, 
“has like other things its proper term and statesmen as well as wres- 
tlers break down when strength and youth fail. Better . . . had it 
been for Cicero, after Catiline’s conspiracy to have retired and grown 
old and for Scipio after his Numantine and Carthaginian conquests to 
have sat down contented.” 

The temptation to emulate the sagacious Lucullus must be very 
great. Harry Truman—who says that each day he does the very best 
he can and then sleeps soundly ev ery night in ‘that snug faith—is con- 
tent. He feels that, while his enemies may malign him, history, all 
things considered, will give him his due. He believes that if he were 
to retire at this moment the corruption, the betrayals of his faithless 
followers will be forgotten, but the great achievements will be remem- 
bered. He will be known as the man who completed the victory over 
Hitler; who early foresaw the threat of Soviet aggression and moved 
to meet it in Iran, Greece, Turkey, Berlin and finally in Korea. Though 
Senator Taft may say that Korea is a futile sacrifice and Truman's 
war, Truman believes that his decision there was his most courageous. 
On the domestic side Mr. Truman’s regime has been one of unparal- 
leled prosperity and, in the party annals, his victory in 1948 has never 
been equaled. 

If Truman should run again (so runs this argument) the record 
might not read so well. Apart from the great imponderables of peace 
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a judicious gentleman from Georgia, a teetotaling Oklahoma millionaire or a reluctant governor 


and war, Truman has lost control of Congress and even in political 
victory he cannot regain it. If he is returned to office, the Democrats 
who return to Congress will be the very ones who fought and frus- 
trated his Fair Deal. If there is no war before the end of the next 
presidential term, the great armament program must be sharply cur- 
tailed—an action promising domestic difficulties of a yast order, ap- 
proaching perhaps a sharp depression. Finally, if he runs again, the 
Tarty, Which he slone-eustatied in, 1948ceil beidivided.on te very 
issue of Truman himself. 

‘Truman’s position, says one of his most devoted followers, can be 
likened today to an apocryphal story attributed to one of his own 
great democratic heroes, Andrew Jackson. When Jackson retired after 
his two great terms of office to The Hermitage in Tennessee, he re- 
viewed with satisfaction what he had accomplished i in Washington. 
“T retire content,” he said. “I have served my term well. I have re- 
warded my friends, I have punished my enemies and I have chosen 
my successor.” If he were to retire from the Washington scene now, 
‘Truman, like Jackson, could well be said to have rewarded his friends, 
punished his enemies and he might still be able, if he so desires, to 
dictate the choice of his successor. 

Until two months ago Truman, like Jackson before him, certainly 
could have picked his successor without challenge. There is even evi- 
dence that he tried to do so. Despite all denials from the White House, 
the story persists that his first choice was Ike Eisenhower. The sec- 
ond, if Ike was the first, certainly Chief Justice Vinson, who 
spent last Thanksgiving Day with Truman at Key West. But the 
judge, who would have been an acceptable candidate to all factions 
of the party, prefers the security of the bench. 

Today the President's control of the party is not so firm as it was 
then. The officeholders, the patronage dispensers and the big bosses 
would choose him over any other candidate because they are depend- 
ent on him: just before New Hampshire a survey state chairmen 
showed that 29 preferred Truman. But this fairly firm hold on the 
professionals does not seem supported by any comparable appeal to 
the voters, among whom ‘Truman stock has dropped steadily. Now 
both the revolt of the South and the s -ssful audacity of Kefauver 
make speculation on a possible successor to him less academic, more 
exciting than it was only a few weeks ago. In Key West last week 
‘Truman’s press secretary said that the President’s defeat by Senator 
Kefauver in the New Hampshire primary would not, in any way, alter 
the President's decision to run or not to run. Surely the President 
will go to the convention with ample power to sway its decision. But 
his own decision now may be materially affected by any of these four 
men who might succeed him—by his, the party's and the people’s 
estimate of their qualifications.

NATOR Estes Kefauver 1s the nation’s first serious dabbler in 
anew brand of political magic—the awesome power of TV.

While Kefauver's vic! tory in New Hampshire has shaken some of 
from Truman’s intimates, the result w:

senator's whole campaign reiterated the amiable assurance that he 
Was not a candidate against Truman—but for himself. This was a nice, 
somewhat silly and utterly sincere way to put the matter. The senator 
has simply been the first Democrat to capitalize on the yearning of a 
great part of the electorate for change, any change. 
life the senator has missed few chances to get ahead. A small- 
n boy brought up within sight of the cpa courthouse at Mad- 
isonville (pop. 1,800), he always had a bent for the law. Having gradu- 
ated from Tennessee and Yale, he established himself in Chattanooga, 
where his homespun talent for impressing juries won him a place in 
one of the city’s top law firms. He married well: the red-haired Nancy 
Pigott, who was born in Scotland and was the daughter of a well-to-do 
American engineer. Inevitably as an ambitious lawyer he found him- 
self in politics: uninvited by the party leaders he filed for a vacant 
congressional seat at a special election and (unopposed) won both 
primary and election. 

He may have been a rising young lawyer in Chattanooga, but he 
was a shy green freshman congressman when he arrived in the capital. 
A room had been reserved for him at a Washington hotel, but to his 
dismay he found that it cost $9.50 a day. y- 

“That seems awfully high for me,” ? the young congressman told 
the room clerk. “After all I'm the new congressman from Tennessee.” 

“Oh that’s all right,” said the clerk. “We'll let you stay here any- 
way.”” 

Tow ever, Washington didn’t slow down the young man from Chat- 
tanooga. Definitely a New Dealer he began to get national publicity 
as that rare specimen in the House, a Southern liberal. He came out 
against the poll tax, usually voted against appropriations for the 
un-American Activities Committee, consistently championed labor, 
advocated congressional reorganization, and was one of the first con- 
gressmen to come out for the idea of “Union Now.” 


It was “Mistah” Edward Crump, the big boss of Memphis, who 
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unintentionally made a senator of Congressman Kefauver. In 1948 
the boss was angry with Senator Thomas Stewart and sought to 
punish “lazy Tom,” as he called him, by running a little-known 
judge against him. Kefauver guessed correctly that in a three- 
cornered race against an unknown and an incompetent, he would 
win. An enraged Crump first denounced Kefauver as a Commu- 
nist, then likened him to that deceitful animal, the raccoon. A 
friend learned in Southern folklore persuaded Kefauver to cam- 
paign in a coonskin cap with a long tail and tell audiences to note 
that the rings were on the tail and not the nose. “I may be a coon,” 
Kefauver told them, “but I am not Mr. Crump’s pet coon.”

HIS touch of corn paid off so handsomely that ever since then 

the senator has displayed a sublime personal indifference to 
public indignity. He has been photographed wearing coonskin caps 
of all sizes and shapes, fondling raccoons and even hopping on pogo 
sticks. These uninhibited pictures give a misleading impression of 
a man who in reality is a reserved, sophisticated politician given 
to pla a lone hand. “The boys in the back room,” he told the 
voters in New Hampshire, “have never cared for me.” To offset 
the handicaps of this reticent manner in the gregarious game of 
politics, Kefauver has cultivated a rather appealing directness. 
“How do you do,” he says to a potential voter in a soft Southern 
accent, “I am Senator Kefauver and I would be proud to have 
you vote for me.” 

While millions of U.S. voters thrilled to Kefauver’s televised 
Senate crime investigation, his performance won everything but 
cheers from the party politicians. Although the Kefauver inquiry 
attracted audiences in the East only after the 1950 elections, i 
investigations into Midwest crime earlier in 1950 were a source of 
embarrassment. When the voters turned against the party in the 
1950 elections, Democratic bosses blamed Kefauver for giving 
Democrats a bad name. Voters and bosses somewhat misread the 
record of the investigation. Although the senator and his colleagues 
did compel some notorious thugs to sweat under television lights, 
the investigation uncovered little that was new. And wherever he 
could, Kefauver sought to temper the political effects of any rev- 
. When the hea s were over, the senator lost no time in 


for private profit, a series of m: ine articles that antici- 
pated the committee report, and with equal speed he became a 
star attraction on the lecture circuit. e lucrative ventures, 


in themselves neither illegal nor unethical, showed the senator 
still was missing no chance: 

Having won in New Hampshire the senator is clearly a factor 
in Democratic polities—bright with newness and brisk with im- 
pertinence toward party leadership. His standing as a candidate 
can be summarized about this way: 

Major liabilities: his lack of support within the regular machines 
is matched by the total absence of any specific program or policies 
not presently covered by the Fair Deal. 

Major assets: next to Mr. Truman he is to the voters one of the 
best-known politicians in the party—a capable campaigner with 
unbounded optimism, energy and ambition.

RUSSELL IS A SOUTHERNER FIRST 


'HE South is proud of Richard Brevard Russell Jr. of Georgia 

and, as for him, he would rather be a Southerner than be Presi- 

lent. At least that is what loyalty compels him to say when some 
-wisher reminds him that if only he had been born north of 
Dixon line he might easily be one of the next Presidents. 
he refuses cknowledge that a Southerner cannot be 
ident, stoutly averring: “I am a candidate, period.” 

The truth is that Russell is les candidate for any office than a 
candidate against one person—Harry Truman. He is the perfect 
and polished personification of the South’s loud lament over loss 
of its old prestige, privilege and power within the Democratic part 
In his native Georgia Russells have been active in public affai 
since before the Revolution. Their eremies once published a han 
bill charging that they had been on the state oll for a total of 
219 y ta cost to the ury of more than $1 million. But 
the voters properly rejected this as pure malice and have happily 
continued to summon Russells to their service. “Little Dick,” as 
he was once known in Winder (50 miles northeast of Atlanta), is 
the son of Judge Richard Brevard Russell, who was chief justice of 
Georgia for 15 years. The judge, equally distinguished for his mas- 
tery of law and the size of his family, once downed Margaret Sanger 
in a debate on birth control by triumphantly pointing to the health 
and achievements of his brood of 13 children. 

‘The Russells were raised, as th in Georgia, poor but sturdy. 
Old Judge Russell was frequently embarrassed during Dick’s boy- 
hood by the report that he could not afford to buy shoes for his 
son. The truth was that until late in his teens young Russell hated 
shoes, and was often seen meandering about town in hat, overcoat 
and barefoot. The judge himself believed that public service was 
the highest vocation and he deserted the bench only once for pri- 
yate practice—when he had six children in college at the same 
time. It was inevitable that his son should come home from law 
school and announce he was going into politics. Vainly the judge 
pleaded: “Wait a while and make some money. If you go into 
politics now you'll never let go and you'll die poor.” Today Sen- 
ator Russell reflects: “My father’s advice was good, but I didn’t 
take it. I was elected to the legislature on my 23rd birthday. I've 
been in politics ever since and I see no reason why I shouldn’t 
die poor.” 

Only 10 years after Dick entered politics his father had the pleas- 
ure of swearing him in as Georgia’s youngest governor. He became 
one of Georgia's best. In only a year and a half he swept the cob- 
webs out of Atlanta’s dusty old capitol and eased the tax burden 
by reducing the number of bureaus from 102 to 18. Eighteen months 
later he was Georgia’s junior senator. 

In Washington, Russell built his reputation slowly and solidly. 
He did not command national attention until last year, when his 
handling of the Armed Services Committee inqu 
MacArthur's dismissal gave him a chance to display firmness, fair- 
ness and dignity almost unmatched in recent Congressional his- 
tory. Always the Southern gentleman, soft of speech, polite and 
almost deferential in manner, Russell nonetheless can be shrewd 
and tough in legislative fights. During one Senate debate, when 
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Paul Douglas was speaking, Russell rose to ask, “Will the gentleman 
yield?” Douglas yielded with the rueful tribute: “I yield, though 
my knees are knocking, to one of the subtlest men and most able 
field generals who ever appeared on the floor of the Senate.” 
Although it has been Russell who has directed the Southern 
bloc’s successful three-year fight against Truman’s 


vention, like the trike Southern Democrats, Russell was one of 
those who fought a rear-guard action against the Northern liberals, 
who were determined to write a civil-rights plank into the platform. 
When this fight was lost the Southerners turned to Russell and 
asked him to become a candidate against Truman. He yielded 
reluctantly but, once committed, he did the best that he could in 
the short time that remained. ‘Mine was one of the briefest presi- 
dential candidacies on record,” he says. “It lasted from 8 o’clock 
to midnight, but I did get 263 votes.” Later when other Southern- 
ers created a third party Russell stayed loyal, thinks of himself as 
a loyal Democrat still. But he has been more and more disturbed 
by the trend of the party under Truman, finds himself in more and 
more frequent rebellion against the White House. He voted for 
Taft-Hartley. He is for the present agricultural policy but bitterly 
opposed to the Brannan plan. He finds himself differing with the 
Administration on budget-making. 


He commands a determined band 


LL this—plus his uncompromising fight in the name of states’ 
rights against the FEPC —places Russell far to the right of 

every other Democratic candidate. It also means that he will go 
to the Democratic convention in Chicago with very little prospect 
of becoming his party’s official nominee for President. But he prob: 
ably will command the delegations of South Carolina, Mississippi, 
Virginia, Texas, Florida, Louisiana, Alabama and, of course, his 
native Georgia. These delegations will be determined either to re- 
tire Mr. Truman or to compel him and the party to abandon the 
civil-rights program. If they do not succeed in this purpose they 
threaten the party with a great schism. 

There is no doubt Russell wants to stay within the party if he 
can have his way—the Southern way—about the platform. If 
thwarted, the Southerners already have another plan. Georgia 
and most other Southern states have adopted laws which keep the 
names of presidential candidates off the ballot. ‘ors from these 
states will be free to cast their votes for the man of their choice re- 
gardless of party nomination. Should neither the Democratic nor 
Republican nominee have a majority, the election would be de- 
cided in the House of Representatives where each state has but 
one vote. In that case the man with the ultimate power of deci- 
sion might be Richard Brevard Russell.

STEVENSON, A PRAIRIE ROOSEVELT? 


NE reason why Senator Kerr may look vainly for the Presi- 

dent’s endorsement is that the time calls for what Hollywood 
calls “a switch.” With Washington’s air choked with charges of 
corruption, all loyal Democrats are seeking the angle that canbe 
played to put the party back on the side of the angels. To do this 
means to call for an untainted outsider, an unsullied reformer— 
a man like Adlai Stevenson, Governor of Illinois. 

The suddenness with which his name has been thrust forward 
hat Harry Truman has been testing public opinion 
ig these Ata press conference recently Mr. Truman, who 
knows a baited question when he hears it, unexpectedly answered 
one. “Would you be happy,” he was asked, “if Governor Stevenson 
were the nominee of the Democratic party?” The President replied 
that Stevenson is one of the best governors Illinois has ever had, 
one of the best rec commendations any man can have for 
n who knows a precinct from a primary 
could take a hint. In effect, the President was saying: look him over. 

He is worth a close look. Although not a conventional party man, 
his Democratic pedigree is clearly thoroughbred. His paternal 
grandfather w president under Cleveland; he listantly 
related to Georgia's Richard Russell and more closely to the family 
of Vice President Barkley. Though the Stevensons have been rooted 
in Illinois for four generations, the Governor has the most cosmo- 
politan background of any Democratic candidate. He went to all 
the best schools—Choate, Princeton, Harvard Law (where he 
flunked out) and Northwestern (where he finished). He dabbled 
in journalism (on the Bloomington Pantagraph), practiced law 
with a top Midwest corporation firm and lived for six years the 
fashionable life of Chicago’s North Shore. 

In 1941, ene Colonel Frank Knox, a Republican, was Secre- 
tary of the Navy, Stevenson became his personal aide. After Knox 
died Adlai found himself drafted by the State Department: he be- 
came a membe n Francisco and then perma- 
nent deputy to Edward R. Stettinius. (He also found himself in 
casual official contact with Alger F then so trusted in the DOS 
—as Stevenson himself later deposed for Hiss at the trial.) At that 
time, Stettinius’ health failing and Stevenson for months car- 
ried the burden of negotiations.

Arvey was interested but doubtful. “A friend tells me,” he said to 
Stevenson’s sponsor, “that Stevenson went to Oxford and I had 
better keep away from him.” A wire from Stevenson reassured him: 
“Never went to Oxford not even to Eton.” The ticket of Douglas 
and Stevenson won by the largest majority in the state’s history. 
Stevenson's record as governor is almost as good as Truman says. 
He purged the state police of politics, gave it independence and self- 
respect. He pried money from the legislature to strengthen a re- 
tarded school system. He whipped the archaic welfare department 
into such spruce shape that it now directs one of the besi social serv- 
ices in the Midwest. When graft did appear in the finance and health 
departments Stevenson dealt out swift punishment. So aloof has 
he kept himself from machine politics that his innocence of realities 
on the ward and precinct level has been cited as a serious political 
handicap. So conscientious is his administration that he has been 
charged with too great preoccupation with routine detail. 

His uncompromising devotion to work was reflected poignantly 
by an announcement made shortly after he entered the governor's 
mansion. “I am deeply distressed that, due to the incompat 
ity of our lives, Mrs. Stevenson feels a separation is necessary. Al- 
though I do not believe in divorce,” he wrote, “I will not contest it. 
We have separated with the highest mutual regard.” There was no 
scandal; the parting was cordial and neither has remarried. The

story behind it was simply that Mrs. Stevenson, who entertained 
realized literary ambitions, had become increasingly resentful 
the intrusion politics made into their family life. So obvious and 
innocent were the circumstances of the divorce that its weight as 
a political liability is probably negligible. 

'There is only one reason why Mr. Truman might find some em- 
barrassment in pic! S son as his successor: the man cannot 
accurately be described as a Truman Democrat. Stevenson differs 
with the Fair Deal on some fundamental domestic policies. He de- 
plores the increasing centralization of power in Washington at the 
expense of the states. Though a good and consistent friend of 
labor, he is not necessarily prepared to accept the current legisla- 
tive program as dictated by the unions. Sometimes he even sounds 
like a Republican, “I don’t like government doles,” he has said, “I 
don’t like subsidies. I don’t like any interference with free mar- 
kets, free men and free enterprises.” He has also said, “Our two 
dread enemies are Russia and taxes.” 

The important issue on which he does agree absolutely with the 
administration is foreign policy. For this reason, his reluctance to 
become a candidate would quickly vanish if he were persuaded 
that Taft as the Republican candidate could beat any Democratic 
candidate, including Mr. Truman. “It is not just the man we elect 
this time,” he has said, “but the men who follow his standard, who 
could turn the clock back on foreign policy disastrously. The cen- 
tral issue is to maintain positive American leadership in the free 
world. If we wobble or retreat we cannot hope that our friends 
will stand fast.”
